He answered that yes, 
he would do this, but he 
wouldn't close any defense 
plants or military bases in 
California. 


McGovern 
apparently 


mesmerizes people, changing 
their judgments about other 
people. Governor Bumpers, 
Hubert Humphrey and even 
Shirley Chisholm are now 
saying that George Wallace is 
an all-right guy who just might 
find 
his way on to 
the 


Democratic ticket. Bumpers 
now has the notion that the 
same people who are for 
Wallace are also for McGovern. 
How could that be? 


Wallace wants less govern- 


ment, not more, which is what 
McGovern wants. Wallace 
wants less integration, not 
more, which is what McGovern 
wants. Wallace wants less 
welfare, not more, which is 
what McGovern wants. Wallace 
wants lower taxes, not higher 
ones, which is what McGovern 
wants. 


If Bumpers means that they 


are both extremists, then we 
will agree with him. We will 
even go so far as to say that 
McGovern is a better, or a more 
"sincere," extremist 
than 


Wallace. (Wallace doesn't 
pretend to believe all of what he 
says, but he does usually say 
the same thing everywhere he 
goes.) What's not proven yet is 
that a majority of people like 
extremists. 


We don't think they do. But 


the important thing is that 
everyone be aware that we 
have one on our hands with the 
senator from South Dakota. It's 
not his specific programs that 
bother us so much as his ap- 
proach, which amounts to a 
turn-about in the 
American 


system. He would de-emphasize 
incentive. The government 
would be giving people money— 
not just poor people but 
everyone would get $1,000 a 
year, and those with incomes 
over $12,000 would have to pay 
taxes on it. He would raise 
corporate taxes to the 1960 
level, choking off any reason for 
expansion. Also, he would close 
loopholes and impose a high 
minimum tax rate on the rich 
that would mean that the man 
who gave to charity or bought 
government bonds would have 
to pay the same tax as the 
skinflint who kept every penny 
for himself. When they died, 
their heirs would have to turn 77 
per cent of the estate over to the 
government. McGovern calls 
this redistribution of wealth. 
We call it baloney.

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Family doctor* 
making comeback 
among graduates

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 


The family doctor is coming 
back strong among the nation's 
new generation of medical 
school graduates. 


"The reversal trend from 


specialized practice is clear," 
Dr. Carroll L. Witten of Louis- 
ville told an American Medical 
Association family practice ses- 
sion today. 


Ninety per cent of the Uni- 


versity of Washington's last, 
three medical school classes 
are entering family practice, 
said Dr. Edward J. Kowalewski 
of Baltimore. 


Witten reported the number 


of family practitioners in the 
nation dropped from 80,000 in 
1947 to 59,000 in 1967 and has 
returned to 64,000. He said the 
recovery rate will speed up in 
future years. 


The decline in family prac- 


titioners developed with a surge 
to specialized practice after 
World War II. 


The sharp increase1 in medi- 


cal graduates choosing family 
instead of specialized practice 
reflects both a public need and 
demand and a commitment in 
the young medical generation, 
said Kowalewski, head of the 
division of family practice at 
the University of Maryland. 


He said 126 of the 240 stu- 


dents in Maryland's last two 
classes are choosing to be fami- 
ly physicians. 


Kowalewski said today's stu- 


dents demand courses in coun- 
selling, a craft the present ma- 
ture family physician learned 
by experience. 


"I believe counselling starts 


with a baby's checkup visit to 
your office a mon'tn after 
birth," he said. 


"That's when you start diet 


counselling to prevent coronary 
disease, diabetes, and obesity."

American researcher sajs he 
has discovered a method of re- 
juvenating blood that has been 
stored so long it is considered 
useless.

make it possible for most of the 
blood that is collected in hospi- 
tals and blood banks to be put 
to good use. Scientists believe a 
substantial amount is now lost 
because it is not used within a 
certain time.

McGovern now running 
against the president 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 


George McGovern, described 
by aides as assured of the 
Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation, has scheduled a six- 
state swing through the South 
to muster support for a cam- 
paign against President Nixon. 


"We're running against Nixon 


now," said Frank Mankiewicz, 
one of the South Dakota sena- 
tor's top strategists. 


McGovern needs no fresh 


support from Dixie to win the 
nomination, his strategists said 
Thursday. In fact, they have 
said he will have enough con- 
vention delegates for the nomi- 
nation by July 1. 


The reason for the trip, they 


said, is to show Southern 
Democratic leaders he can do 
well in the region believed to 
be his weakest, and also to rev 
up his supporters for the fall 


campaign. 


McGovern is scheduled to be- 


gin the trip Monday with stops 
in Oklahoma City and San An- 
tonio, Tex. He continues to 
IJttle Rock, Ark., and Atlanta 
on Tuesday, and Columbia, 
S.C., 
and Richmond, Va., on 


Wednesday. 


The latest Associated Press 


delegate count gave McGovern 
1,302.5, just over 200 short of 
the 1,509 he needs for the nomi- 
nation. McGovern aides have 
said he will have 1,407 dele- 
gates by the end of the week, 
and another 102 delegates by 
July 1. 


Meanwhile, the campaigns of 


both McGovern and his leading 
rival for the Democratic nomi- 
nation. Sen. Hubert H. Humph- 
rey of Minnesota, have slowed 
momentarily. 


Humphrey was scheduled :o 


meet Thursday with delegates 
in New Jersey but remained in 
Washington because of a rain- 
storm. Fie planned to address 
black newspaper editors in 
Miami today. 


McGovern remained in Wash- 


ington and planned a weekend's 
rest at his summer home at St. 
Michael's, Md. 


Mr-Govern was 
handed a 


court victory in California on 
Thursday.

Judge Philip Wilkins in Sacra- 
mento rejected an effort to up- 
set McCiovern's claim to all 271

Once-a-month pill 
developed by 
Georgia doctor 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - Once 


a month, when the moon is full, 
thousands of women in Mexico 
and Chile take an oral con- 
traceptive developed by a Geor- 
gia doctor who says it is 90 to 
95 per cent effective. 


"It does away with the tyran- 


ny of taking a pill 365 days a 
year and reduces it to 12 times 
a year," said Dr. Robert B. 
Greenblatt of Augusta, devel- 
oper of the once-a-month pill. 


"Other countries are getting 


the advantage of it first," said 
Greenblatt, chairman of the en- 
docrinology department of the 
Medical College of Georgia. 
"It's being used extensively in 
Mexico and Chile. 


"It probably will be about 10 


years before the Food and 
Drug Administration allows it 
in this country," the researcher 
said in a telephone interview. 
"It's not an ideal birth control 
pill, it's about 90 to 95 per cent 
effective" and has some side 
effects. 


"But it's a satisfactory one, 


particularly for underdeveloped 
nations," Greenblatt said. "For 
example, say in Thailand or 
Taiwan, or in any country 


where you have great masses 
of illiterate people, how do you 
get them to take a pill every 
single day? 


"The monthly pill, then, is a 


great boon for them. But how 
do you explain to them that 
they should take the pill on the 
25th day of their menstrual 
cycle? 


"So, you tell them to take it 


when the moon is full, so they'll 
take one once a month. The 
first month is hazardous for 
still getting pregnant. But when 
the body regulates itself to the 
pill, then it becomes effective," 
Greenblatt said. 


"The pill contains both estro- 


gen, which has a protracted ef- 
fect so that it acts to prevent 
ovulation for the next month, 
and progesterone, which insur- 
es a period in the current 
month." 


During latter stages of devel- 


opment several years ago, the 
monthly pill prevented preg- 
nancy in all 138 trials in 40 
Georgia women. 


Most of his patients, Green- 


blatt said, were "enthralled" 
with not having to remember to 
take a pill a day.

—(NEA)—"May these Olym- 
pic Games prove a genuine 
feast of peace and may they 
contribute to promote 
the 


happiness of nations, serve 
the welfare of all and there- 
by build a bridge upon which 
all nations may meet." 


Those are a ghost's words 


that float down the immacu- 
late streets of this city as 
it prepares to host the'20th 
modern Olympic Games this 
August. They were spoken 
by J o s e p h Goebbels, the 
s h r e w d propagandist for 
Adolf Hitler's Nazi regime, 
in 1936, when the g a m e s 
were held in Berlin. 


And they create a trou- 


bling counterpoint now to the 
plaintive comments 
of the 


president of the G e r m a n 
Olympic 
Organizing 
Com- 


mittee, 
\Villi Daume: "We 


know only too well w h a t 
crimes have been committed 
in the German name and 
how many people in East

The N a z i s ' 
propaganda 


campaign 
was 
successful, 


despite Hitler's s n u b of 
Jesse Owens and the other 
black American track stars 
("the black auxiliaries," the 
German press called them), 
who were the Games' out- 
standing performers. 


Even the president of the 


U.S. 
Olympic 
Committee. 


Avery Brundage, said short- 
ly after the Games that "no 
nation since ancient Greece 
has captured the true Olym- 
pic spirit as has Germany." 


It has been 36 years since 


the Berlin Games and 27 
y e a r s since the end of 
World War II but that is not 
a long time in the life of a 
historical fact 


Americans who come here 


still laugh uneasily as they 
joke. "Ve V1LL naff a goo't 
time," and call Lufthansa 
Airlines 
"the 
Luftwaffe " 


They praise the Germans' 
postwar 
recovery 
but they 


also slip quietly away, over- 
come by a guilty kind of curi- 
osity . to visit the site of the 
Dachau concentration camp.

Brunhilde Dietrich, direc- 


tor of the corps of 1,500 mul- 
tilingual Olympic g u i d e s , 
sums up the a t t i t u d e : 
''We're trying to show with 
the Olympics that we're not 
the old Nazis any more, that 
we just want to live in peace. 


"You can't say, 'I don't 


l i k e Norwegians because 
they drink too much.' That's 
ridiculous. And you can't 
say, 'I don't like" Germans 
because of the war.' That is 
the kind of thinking we want 
to put an end to." 


For starters Uie Germans 


have taken a 740-acre tract 
that used to be an airfield 
and created a centralized, 
everything-in-its-place Olym- 
pic city. It is stiffly moddish, 
filled with architecture that 
is creative though regiment- 
ed (who knows whether the 
s a m e adjective would sug- 
gest itself in a place with 
another kind of history,). 


The Olympics will end up 


costing Germany about $650 
million and the park is high- 
lighted by a main stadium 
with a surrealistic cable and 
acrylic glass roof but the 
Germans have insisted ever 
since they were awarded the 
1972 
Games that moderation 


be the keyword of the proj- 
ect, at least in theory. 


The m a i n stadium will 


hold "only" 80,000 people 
and the secondary arenas 
are all small enough to serve 
practical uses for the Ger- 
mans when the Games end. 


Daume's insistence on na- 


tional modesty—as a reflec- 
tion of what he calls the 
"new 
and 
different 
Ger- 


many, undistorted and unre- 
touched"—is a little intense. 
But the Germans can be for- 
g i v e n if they protest too 
much, since even the ancient 
Greeks who originated the 
Olympics in 776 B.C., used 
the games as vehicles to im- 
press friends and enemies. 


And when all else fails, 


we can compare the Olym- 
pic village built to house the 
athletes in Berlin with the 
1972 
Munich village 


In 1936 the builder of the 


v i l l a g e , Capt. Wolfgang 
Furstner, committed suicide 
shortly after the Games end- 
ed because he had b e e n 
thrown out of the army when 
it was discovered he had 
Jewish blood. The village it- 
self was later turned into a 
training school for infantry 
officers. 


This year the village was 


designed by a private archi- 
tectural firm And after the 
Games end it will be turned 
into a public housing devel- 
opment
